SCHOOLS. 


The visiting committee of the school board submits the fol- 
lowing: 

During the fiscal year ending February 15, 1914, six schools 
have been in session, the spring term, and seven schools, the fall 
and winter terms. 

The Upper Street school had only nine weeks, spring the term 
as the number of pupils were only four. 

The East Orford school had only ten weeks in winter, as, on 
account of the severity of the weather, it was thought better policy 
to add an extra week to the coming spring term. 

The Hall Town school had two terms in the new building, the 
pupils, attending the Orfordville schools, the spring term, so with 
the exception of those in the first two schools mentioned, all the 
pupils have had the advantages of thirty-three weeks of school. 

One hundred and twenty-eight pupils have been registered, 
one of these being.an out of town child and paying tuition. 

The same teachers taught the three terms of the year, in the 
Upper Street and the Orfordville primary schools, and the Hall 
Town school had the same teacher for its two terms. In the other 
schools, for unavoidable causes, some changes of teachers, have 
been necessary, as can be seen, in the statistical table. 

Orfordville grammar school was obliged to have two teachers 
during the winter term, as-on account of sickness in her family, 
one teacher resigned in the fourth week. 

Eleven different teachers have been employed during the year. 

Good work has been done by the teachers. They have 
endeavored to instruct each pupil, according to his several abilities. 
and have succeeded, in the majority of cases. 

The attendance during the fall term, was good, but owing 
to an epidemic of measles, the spring term, and the weather con- 
-ditions, the winter term, the attendance record of these two terms, 
is not as good as could be wished, and as it otherwise would have 
been. 

‘Foo many tardy marks are found on some of the registers but 
calling your attention to the table of statistics, you will find seven 
terms have no tardinesses, a fact worthy to be spoken of. 
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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENT. 


The Orford Street out-building has been put into decent shape. 

Part of one end of the school building at Orfordville has been 
painted and the fence, and flag pole have been repaired, also the 
usual minor repairs on the various school buildings, wherever 
necessary, have been attended to. 

Water tanks, with faucets are now found in every school 
room, with the exception of Orfordville school house, which has 
running water in the building. | 

The teachers are very faithful in endeavoring to instill into 
the minds of every pupil, the importance of each child, using his 
own individual drinking cup. 


NEW BUILDING. 


At the March meeting, the sum of one thousand dollars, was 
raised, to build a school house at Hall Town. Charles Bean, 
Frank Manchester and Henry Pease, were chosen building com- 
mittee. 

A school building, pleasantly located, and comfortably equip- 
ped, was erected in season for the fall term. 

Much credit is due the members of this committee, for the 
manner in which they used the appropriation, and for the satis- 
factory results obtained. 


GRADUATION. 


No graduation was held in town the past year, as the class, 
eight in number, preferred a trip instead of exercises, so accom- 
panied by two of the teachers, Miss Riley and Miss Bedell, the 
graduates took an automobile ride, through the Franconia Moun- 
tains. Pi 

Some interesting accounts of this trip, in the form of composi- 
tions, were passed in to the school board.

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APPROVED TEACHERS. 


For the benefit of all who are interested in the financial reports 
of school affairs, the school board quotes the following, taken 
from ‘‘ Laws of 1909’’: 

‘When any district shall employ graduates of a New Hamp- 
shire normal school, or of any normal school in another state of 
equivalent grade or person holding a permanent New Hampshire 
state teacher’s certificate, it shall receive a further sum of $2.00 
per week for every teacher so employed’’. 

Bearing this law in mind it is easy to understand, why one 
teacher gets $2.00 per week, more than another teacher, doing 
same grade work, for that extra $2.00 per week, is paid by the state, 
into the town treasury, the December, following the yearly report 
of schools.

5. To see if the town will vote to apply for state aid in 
building permanent highways and what sum the town will raise 
for the above purpose in addition to that required by law. 

6. To see if the town will vote to pay for the use of the 
electric lights on Orford Street for the ensuing year and raise and 
appropriate money for same. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise money to pay our 
town indebtedness and how much. 

8. To see if thetown will vote to insure Orford Bridge 
and ‘Town House and Library and raise and appropriate 
money for same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to purchase one or more 
snow rollers, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

10. To see if the town will vote to make needed repairs and 
refurnishing of the Town House and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 

11. Toseeif the town will vote to ating ge the West Cometery 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

12. To see if the town will vote to observe the one hundred 
fiftieth anniversary of its settlement in 1915 and appoint a com- 
mittee to make arrangements for the same. 
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13. To hear the reports of agents, auditors.or committees 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto and. transact- 
ing other business that may properly come before this meeting.
